An Account of fome wonderfull Wells in Italy. 


HE City of AZodena is feated’ in a plain -between the Rivers 
Panaro and Sechia, ten Miles from the Foot of the Mogneaine. 
There, is fuch plenty of Subterraneous Springs, that in-what ay “

the Town foever you dig, fome are always to be found. It cofts: 
ufually there but 40 Crowns to make a Well, though it muft be car- 
ried fixty three foot deep, before the workmen can hope to have 
Water. Fourteen Foot under ground, they meet with Stones and; 
Ruins of paved ways, Shops and Houfés, which fhows that the 
Town ftood fermerly lower then now it dogs: Under that, they 
find Branchesand Trunksof Trees, Bones of Animals, Coles, Shells, - 
and Bitsof Iron. Whenthey havedigged 28 Foot deep, they meer 
with a white clayifh Earth, which is eleven Foor deep. At 39. 
Foot depth, they difCover a Bed] of Marfhy Ground; two Foot: 
deeper, they find a Vein of whitifh Clay, which ends at 52 Foot 
depth: after which they come at another Bed of Marfhy Earth; 
then at another of whitifh Clay ; and finally, at another of Marfhy 
Earth, which ends at good Ground, .to which when the Workmen - 
arecome, they hear-a great noifé made by the Water which flows 
under it; and by that they find that they are come to the Bed- 
which they muft bore with their Augre. When they have run ic 
in five Foot deep, the Water rufhes out with great Violence, even 
above the Mouth of the Well, and fpreads ic felf on every fide. 
The firft day ’tis mix’d -with much Mud, Sand, and Gravel; the. 
hext it begins. to be purer and clearer. Commionly at the fame. 
time that the Water.rifes thus in a new made well, it falls in thofé.- 
of the Neighbourhood, and the following Days it rifes there again. 
till ofan equal Height in all. On the Bed where the Workmen force 
their Augre, the Air {eemsas warm in Winter asitufés to be atother: 
Places in Dog.days; whereas in the Summer it feems as cold as. 
at other Places in Winter; for which reafon, the Workmen feldom: 
will be. perfuaded to make a Well in Summer : For befides the ex-: 
treme Cold which pinches them on that lowermoft Bed of Earth, 
they are alfo annoyed with a Pain in drawing their Breath, and an. 
intolerable fimell. 4 

Yet their greateft Labour is occafioned by. fome waters flowing 
on all fides, till they have digg’d 28 Foot deep; for thofé are not - 
ftopp'd without great difficulty. Whenthey have finifhed the Well, - 
they cover its Superficies, with a Marble Stone, and lay fome Pipes 


toconvey the Water where ‘tis wanted. . 


The Author having given us.an Hiftorical Account of thofe Wells, 
and his Philofophical Conjectures concerning their Water, which* 
he thinks, proceeds ‘from fome Lakes formerly made by ‘the Sea 
under the Neighbouring Mountains, fays, that the Plain in which: 
that Towncis feated, lay doubtlefs very low in the firft Ages of the. 
World, andu was perhaps under:Water, which may have Browse :

the Shefls chat are ftillto be found there. “Tis certain, that betwe 
the Via ~£milia, and the Eridanus or Po, there was a Fen which 
Virgil mentions in his 11th Book of Eneids, and that it. hindered 
Hannibal ftom leading his Army into Hetruria, Scaurus being e£4j]i 
drained it, and raifed the Banks of the neighbouring Rivers to kee 
them from overflowing, and make themrun into the Pé, which cl 
chen was not a River of any Confequence. 

The Earth that hath beén carried away from the Mountains by 
Inundations and Torrents into the Plain with fuccefs of Time may 
have formed thofe different Beds of Clay, Marfhy Ground, and 
Sandy Earth: Each of thefe Beds having been in its time the Sur. 
face, as appears by the Iron, Bones and Shells found there ; and 
the paved Places and Shops, found fourteen Foot under Ground, 
induce us to believe that the Grouud was no higher 1800 Years a. 
go, when the Colony was brought thither from Rome. We may 
ptove out of Appian, that Modena was not then far from fome Fens; 
for he fays, that Anthony and Panfa fought there, between Reeds - 
and Marthes, and that the Zri#mvirs met in a neighbouring little 
Ifland of the River Labinsas or Avieno. Now neither the Marth 
nor the Ifland is to be feen, fo much time has changed the Face of 
Countries. Earthquakes, Conflagrations and Deluges have caufed 
the like alterations in many Parts of the World. Herodotus infinu- 
ates that the Mud which covers Egypt, was brought thither by the 
Nile, that might have at lait fill'd up the Arabic Gulph, if itsCourfe 
had been directed that way. Polybius fays, that the Palus Maots 
and the Pontus Euxinus will in time be filled with the Sand which 
Rivers roul thither, and become firm Land. Father Karcher, io 
his mundus [ubterraneus fays, that he has read in the Antiquities of 
Arabia , that the vaft Plains that part the Perfian Gulph and the 
red Sea, was under Water before the Flood. We might eafily 
bring many fuch Examples, which caus‘d Ovid to fay,

The Author afterwards {peaks of the excellent quality of thefe 
Waters, which keep longer than others in long Voyages, and ex- 
amins the Opinions of the Ancients, to know which ought to be 
preferred, Rain-water, or chofé of Springs and Rivers.
